The town meeting approved 
all ten articles, before it, in- 
cluding an $11,000 appropriation 
for the conversion of the Buzzell 
School to a senior citizens’ drop- 


single family housing, residents 
had to agree to provide 11 
parcels of town-owned land and 
vote in a $144,000 supplement 
paid by the town. Originally, the 
state wanted duplex housing, 
but since the WHA argued for 
single family dwellings which 
cost more (to keep within town 
zoning bylaws), the town has 
agreed to pay the additional 
cost

Dr. Sager’s contract 
center of attention

The expiration of Dr. Carol 
Sager’s three year contract as 
superintendent of schools will be 
the main item on the school 
board agenda Wednesday, 
October 10, according to 
Chairman Bridget Zukas. 
Stressing that “nothing has 
been discussed by the com. 
mittee so far" and that this is 
“just a routine matter of 
business," Zukas made it clear 
that this issue has to be faced 
before December 1 
By law, the school committee 
must notify Dr. Sager in writing 
six months before her contract 
expires if they want to renew her 
contract or repost the position. 
On the other hand, Dr. Sager 
must notify the school board six 
months before the end of her 
contract if she won't be retur- 
ning to her position. Dr. Sager's 
contract expires in July, 1985. 
Zukas went on to explain that 
“in the event that Dr. Sager is

One side issue which might 
affect the outcome of the 
meeting is the board's failure to 
evaluate Dr. Sager’s per- 
formance each year, as 
stipulated in her contract 

According to committeeman 
John Brooks, who had a lot to do 
with formulating the contract, 
the evaluation clause states that 
once a year the superintendent's 
performance should be 
evaluated, It also stipulates that 
the superintendent should 
discuss her goals and objectives 
for the year with the board and 
this has not been done, probably 
due to the “pressure of time.’ 

Another side issue which 
might have a bearing on the 
contract talks is Dr. Sager’s 
recent bid for the school 
superintendency in Duxbury 
Dr. Sager was one of four 
finalists in competition for that 
position and narvowly missed 
getting it when she was edged 
out by assistant superintendent 
of the Weston school system, 
Donald Kennedy. 

Contacted later, Dr. Sager 
was not sure whether her ap- 
plication for the Duxbury job 
would affect her contract 
renewal. ‘‘Frankly, I don't 
know,” she said, adding “I've 
heard comments both ways. 
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Finance committee Vice 
Chairman Mark Lutz spoke on 
his committee's recém- 
mendation of disapproval of the 
land article. He said there is 
water on the proposed lots, not 
enough services provided in 
areas chosen, sites are not 
scattered, but clustered, and 
that more testing is needed. 

These and other concerns 
provided the necessary fuel for 
the heated debate which ensued 
One area which aroused con. 
siderable attention was the

“This is an area that's all of a 
sudden valuable?" questioned 
Robert Woods, referring to the 
six sites adjacent to the North 
Reading line known as the “Lost 
Colony.""

Tom Roussell, acting chair 
man of the Conservation 
Commission, stated that in his 
opinion only two of the 11 parcels 
“enter into all the criteria from 
rules of the Wetlands Protection 
Act." He felt that only parcels 63 
and 64 on Virginia Road, with 
proper engineering, could be 
considered buildable. 

Finance committeeman Tom 
Casey pointed out the problem 
was not with conservation, but 
whether lots are buildable and in 
his opinion they were not. He 
agreed the main reason for 
choosing sites is “to show good 
intent to the state,’ but urged 
residents to turn down the ar- 
ticle and continue to search for 
buildable land. 

Jim Stewart, chairman of the 
board of selectmen, answered 
thesé were the most buildable 
lots owned by the town at this 
time. 

Lack of services in the “Lost 
Colony" also came under fire. 
One homeowner on Virginia 
Road questioned why the WHA 
would build homes where she is. 
She was discouraged because 
“Wilmington just picks up my 
garbage and that’s it."” Though 
she's a resident of Wilmington, 
her mail delivery goes through 
North Reading and usually gets 
lost, there is no accessible road 
from Wilmington to her home. 
and she was “without water for 
eight d at one point 


Arthur Smith of the water and 
sewer commission went on 
record saying “his commission 
doesn't provide drinking water 
to lots on the North Reading 
line.” But he did add that his 
commisson could “help out with 
water mains” on Wilmington 
property 

Both Selectman Rocco 
DePasquale and Representative 
James R. Miceli spoke fervently 
in favor of the passage of the 
land article 

DePasquale argued that 
residents ‘must show good faith 
and vote sites now" for, if they 
don't funding may never be 
approved again for elderly 
housing. 

Miceli agreed, saying that the 
town would make “a grave 
mistake” if it didn't vote in 
favor of the proposed lots. 

We have been trying for 
many years to construct housing 
in this town and it’s frustrating 
for the housing authority and 
other boards in .town,"’ Miceli 
said, Admitting that he himself 
had some reservations about the 
parcels, he still pushed for 
approval because ‘there's 

competition for this 

and he didn't want 
the town to “jeopardize the 
funding.” 

Aldo Caira moved the question 
and Article Two passed, 119 to 
50. 

Article Four also dealt with 
the housing issue. 

John Sanborn, concerned 
because the cost was so high, 
spoke out indignantly on the 
motion by Selectman Jim 
Stewart to provide $144,000 
supplemental funding for the 
single family homes. 

‘What are we building 
castles?" he asked angrily. He 
ws joined by John Forrest who 
said he knew a construction 
company who would do the job 
for less 

In explanation, Stewart said 
the WHA would have to abide by 
all prevailing (union) rates so

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Site engineering back to ‘square one’ 


“Starting from scratch" with 
a new engineer and restoring 
destroyed vegetation before the 
ground freezes are two of the 
main veasons for the delay in 
developing the new Wilmington 
Ice Arena, 

The former engineer, who was 
responsible for site design and 
mapping wetlands, never 
surveyed the area and ‘‘im- 
properly marked a lot of 
property,” according to Com- 
missioner Albert Reidy. 

The commission has since 
hired engineer Ken Miller and 
his firm to do the job. Since 
some of the elevations were 
wrong, Miller now has to start 


from scratch and do ‘a com- 
plete topo,,which includes new 
elevations." He also has to be 
careful not to encroach on other 
people's property. 

Tom Roussell, acting chair- 
man of the Conservation 
Commission, understands “‘the 
difficulties a new engineer has 
to face’’ but is more concerned 
with the destruction of wetlands 
under the previous contractor 
who “ignored flagging" and 
excavated the whole area. This 
included approximately 8.9 
acres, according to Reidy. 

“T'ye never seen it happen 
before — I've never seen them 
take acres,’ said a stunned

Roussell. Since he didn't want to 
“slap an enforcement order on 
something which will benefit the 
town.”” Roussell settled for a 


. letter from Reidy and Miller 


stating how much time would be 

needed to complete the topo and 

exactly when reseeding could 
in, 

“The only problem now is the 
season we're in,” said Roussel. 
They must reseed within the 
next 30 days before winter sets 
in. If there’s going to be further 
delay, he will require a ground 
cover, such as hay, to cover the 
exposed soil to keep it from 
eroding. 

Reidy pointed out he has 
already complied with 
Roussell’s request for the letter, 
and because of his ‘excellent’ 
working relationship with the 
acting chairman, he expects the 
problem to be resolved. Reidy 
also pointed out that there is still 
some work going on with the 
project. According to Reidy, fill 
is coming in on a daily basis, a 
mechanical contractor has been 
hired, they are looking for a 
general contractor, and they are 
talking costs (which have 
doubled to something around 


$2,200,000, according to 
Roussell) 
Meanwhile, reactions from 


neighboring abutters continues 
to be outspoken and en- 
compasses several major 
concerns. 

‘Andy Falanga of Christine 
Drive describes himself as 
“somewhat leery” of the entire 


project, explaining his 
“foremost concern is for the 
open ended lease."’ With such a 
lease, he stated, the owner can 
reclaim the property at a later 
date and do what he wants once 
it’s zoned for business. Falanga 
was quick to add this may not 
happen, but it’s a possibility. 

He also feels there is not 
enough of a buffer zone between 
rink property and some of the 
neighboring land. I some cases 
“there is less than 300 feet 
between property.” 

Adequate drainage is the chief 
concern of John Murphy, also of 
Christine Drive. He feels those 
involved should “spend the 
money and do it right’ so there 
is no back-up of water in the 
spring. Though his son does play 
hockey and will be using the 
rink, Murphy hopes that it 
“won't adversely affect any 
people in town.” 

Expressing his distrust, Ron 
Roberts of Clorinda Road 
commented, ‘I thought he 
(property owner Bernard 
Ristuccia) was a businessman 
in this town and had to go by the 
rules."

The new drug and alcohol 
abuse policy is in effect at the 
high school because of the 
cooperation of the school 
committee and the efforts of Mr.

What's the next move? The 

Vilmington Chemical People 
Task Force must move ahead 
and initiate projects that will 
deter adolescent substance 
abuse and also bring families 
closer together.

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New chairman explores new roles 
for Wilmington Redevelopment Authority 


Establishing a Commercial 
Area Revitalization District 
(CARD) program to help 
develop Wilmington’s town 
center is only ore of the direc- 
tions newly elected chairman of 
the Redevelopment Authority 
Jay Donovan sees his board 
moving. 

The CARD program was set 
up by the state several years ago 
to focus growth in individual 
town centers, when these cen- 
ters started declining due to 
competition from the malls. 
With a CARD district, you 
“could work on building 
revitalization, as was done in 
Lowell, and increase investment 
possibilities in town center.” 

Donovan hopes to put this 
program directly under the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority. To do this he needs 
town meeting approval, for as it 
stands now, local law limits the 
authority’s power to the Jewel 
Drive industrial project. 


Helping out with worthwhile 
town projects, possibly through - 
loans, could be another function 
of this board. For example, by a 
unanimous vote, the board 
recently agreed to loan money to 
the Wilmintgon Housing 
Authority to help fund the sewer 
project at Deming Way. Though 
they extended the offer to both 
the WHA and Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski, to date they 
have heard nothing. 

Another area Donovan would 
like to explore is the possibility 
of establishing a system of 
checks and balances on town 
growth “to control where it's 
going.” To accomplish this, he 
would like to form a committee 
from among the board of 
selectman and development 
agencies in town “To study past 
reports and make recom- 
mendations to the state.” 

In his capacity as represen- 
tative to the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council, he would like

the WHA doesn't want to spend 
extra money just to spend it, but 
it needs the extra money to 
“fulfill its obligation to the 
state."

Two other articles which 
might have stirred up some 
controversy passed with hardly 
a whimper. They were Article 
Eight on the allotment of money 
for the renovation and main- 
tenance of the former Buzzell 
School as a senior citizen center 
and Article Three on the 
proposed sewer on Cedar Street, 
tying in housing at Deming Way 
with the town sewer. This sewer 
will also open up land now used 
for a leaching field, allowing the 
construction of the 32 units of 


elderly housing at Deming Way. 
The article included $75,000 
bonding for the project 

Peg McNeil, chairman of the 
Council on Aging read the 
motion on Article Eight, asking 
for $11,000 instead of the $50,000 
originally sought. 

At a pre-meeting caucus with 
the finance committee, McNeil 
explained the $11,000 plus $5,000 
from the Council on Aging and 
$4,000 in donations would go 
toward costs for contractors, 
plumbing, electricity, windows, 
and needed materials. It will 
also allow the Shawsheen Tech 
students, who are doing the 
renovation, to continue working 
to ready the building for oc- 
cupancy in the spring 

Articles Nine and Ten, 
brought up by Attorney Joseph 
Courtney, sought to rezone 
approximately 15 acres of land 
on Ballardvale Street from 
residential to general industrial 
use. Approved by both the 
finance committee and the 
planning board, these passed by 
a unanimous vote.

Cocaine worth over 
$50k seized in raid 


Armed with a no-knock search 
warrant, Wilmington and state 
police raided a home on Church 
Street early Friday morning and 
confiscated nearly 28 ounces of 
cocaine and $10,200 in cash, in 
addition to marijuana, 
paraphenalia and four rifles 

They arrested John Paulsen, 
age 28, on several charges in- 
cluding trafficking of cocaine. 

According to a police report, 
they had received information 
on May 15 regarding the sale of 
drugs at Paulsen's house, and 
had had it under observation 
periodically since then. Chief 
Bobby Stewart also had an in- 
formant make several pur- 
chases of both cocaine and 
marijuana 

On Sept. 14, police followed 
Paulsen to the rear of the gas 
station at the Woburn 
Wilmington line. They watched 
as Paulsen met with an unknown 
subject and made a transaction. 

Police then sought a search 
warrant, which was issued by 
Justice Steele in Cambridge 
Superior Court. 

At7 a.m. on Sept. 21, ten police 
executed the search wartant 
Paulsen barricaded himself in 
the bedroom with a set of bar- 
bells and his body.

cruiser — Dwyn Byrne — was a 
woman. 

I explained to them that trash 
sometimes contains useful items 
or hidden treasure — and they 
explained to me that the break- 
down lane is only for break- 
downs. 

Puzzlement on one side, 
surprise on the other — a con- 
ventional pair of reactions — but 
with the overriding qualities of 
professionalism, candor and 
courtesy that have always 
struck me in my dealings with 
the Massachusetts State Police. 
These qualities seemed worth 
further investigation 

Hence this story. 

Tewksbury resident Dwyn 
Byrne — whose name repre- 
sents a combination of Welsh 
saint and Irish clan — is one of a 
small but growing number of 
women in the elite state police 
force. 

She said her five months at the 
State Police Academy in 
Framingham were tough, not 
because she is a woman, but 
because the regimen there is a 
rigorous one, for everyone, male 
or female. The training should 
be tough, she added, since the 
job of state trooper is an 
exacting one, demanding a high 
degree of both physical and 
mental acumen 

Trooper Byrne, who has a 
bachelor's degree from North- 
eastern University, said the 
study: of law fascinates her as 
much as the study of law en- 
forcement because of its appli- 
cation to her daily work. 

Byrne and Troopers Coleman 
and Paul DeCola (desk officer 
on the day of my first visit to the 
Peabody barracks) may all be 
considered rookies, DeCola said, 
in that they are all from the 
most recent crop of trooper ap- 
pointees from the last state 
police qualifying exam. Byrne 
has two years as a trooper under 
her belt. Coleman and DeCola, 
who were in the same class at 
the Police Academy, both have a 
little more than a year-and-a- 
half experience as “‘Staties.”” 

Both men are nearing the 
completion of their bachelor’s 
degrees in law enforcement. 
And all three troopers work out 
— at a variety of activities 
ranging from boxing to bicycl-

ing, swimming and running — to 
keep their bodies in peak con 
dition. 

Coleman, whose sense of 
humor seems strong and easy, 
said that the ability to laugh has 
often helped him in his work. He 
recounted an incident involving 
an/80-pound mongrel, which he 
said must have been part 
Labrador, by its appearance 
and large size. 

He found the dog with a 
broken chain attached to its 
collar, he said, on the median 
strip of Route 95 and took it into 
his cruiser for the animal's 
safety and to prevent a possible 
accident 

“He was a good dog," Mike 
said, “and real friendly. He 
decided he wanted to lie on his 
back in the cruiser, with his 
paws straight up, his head in my 
lap — and he was determined to 
lick my face. But he needed a 
good brushing and the hairs 
were flying all over the 
cruiser."’ 

Other drivers noticed the 
giant hairy dog trying to lick the 
trooper's face as he was driving, 
and they clearly enjoyed the 
sight, Mike said, though his own 
amusement was tempered by a 
little irony, and the amount of 
time it took him, later, to clean 
the doghairs out of his cruiser. 

‘Trooper Paul DeCola, who is 
the son of a retired state police 
captain, said he would en- 
courage his children (when he 
has them; he’s scheduled to be 
married shortly) if they wanted 
to become state troopers 
because he loves the challenge 
and variety of his work 

“One day we might be out 
after a purse thief,” DeCola 
said, ‘and the next day may 
involve robbery, traffic viola- 
tions or homicide."” 

DeCola said he thinks the 
increasing number of women on 
the state police force is all to the 
good — and contributes to the 
greater efficiency of the force 
itself. 

Without .going into details, I 
was present at an unrelated 
episode when Paul DeCola 
didn’t even know me. The situ- 
ation was minor, perhaps: a 
man waiting for information 
was expressly rude to DeCola. I 


caught the rudeness — and so 
did the trooper. I also caught the 
tiniest wince in DeCola’s eyes — 
but he swallowed his own 
feelings — and responded with 
courtesy to the man's question. 
It’s hard sometimes to explain 
a feeling. Some people call it 
instinct, some, good vibrations, 
I was surprised to feel surprise 
when I saw Dwyn Byrne behind 
the wheel of that cruiser — but 
the vibrations were good. Mike 
Coleman's humor and Paul 
DeCola's eagerness to help me 
understand the police function

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This summer, a group of nine 
embarked for Africa, each 
hoping to see part of the con- 
tinent’s continuing excitement 
and awesomeness. They were 


not disappointed 

For all, this was an incredibly 
exciting trip. They got to see 
many different kinds of animals, 
partly because Bill Velmure's 
approach to a safari is unique 
and designed to give visitors to 
its interior just what they want 


days in three major 
which gave plenty of time 
to see what was to be seen. And 
they usually went out for animal 
sightings three times a day 


THREE MAJOR PRESERVES 

Their three major game 
preserves included the Abadares 
(where they spent four nights), 
Samburu (two days), and 
Governor's Camp in the Masai 
Mara (seven days) 

Because they had several days 
in each place and because 
Velmure is so thoroughly 
familiar with Africa (this is his 
15th trip there in the pa ten 
years), the nine saw more than 
200 lions in the Masai, including 
cubs nursing, lions fighting over 
territory, and a wildebeest which 
had just been killed by a liones 

These are moments which 
none will ever forget — and 
which most people on safaris 
never get to see because they go 
on safaris that spend one or two 
days at the most in a game park, 
leaving the game viewing up to 
the luck of being in the right spot 
at the right time, which rarely 
happens. On Velmure safaris, 
members stay 4 days in the 
Aberdares and 7 in Mara, which 
gives them a chance to return 
over and over to monitor the 
wildlife movements of a given 
area and increases the 
possibility of seeing animals 
hunting and interacting. They 
even spend two days in Sam- 
buru, the smallest game reserve. 
Most tour companies spend one 
or 2.days at the most per location 
and are always traveling from 
one place to another. Velmure's 
groups have the opportunity to 
be selective and spend long 
periods of time out in the far 
corners of the reserves; other 
groups only frequent the area 
around the lodge 


ONLY FOUR TO A VEHICLE 

The Land Rovers are ready, 
too, for ar terrain, which 
means crossing shallow 
streams, climbing the toughest 
hills, and getting home safely 
Since all the safari members 
enjoy photography, they ap- 
preciated having only four to a 
vehicle, in contrast to the usual 
seven to nine crowded into most 
safari vans. “Because they had 
plenty of room, they could easily 
see the animals and change 
lenses and focus without in- 
terfering with anyone else 

They often stopped in one 
place for a while after making a 
sighting. And they were often 
rewarded for it,, too. The 
wildebeest migration arrived in 
Governor’s Camp early this year 
because there has been no rain 
since November. Many 


magnificent pictures of these 
animals were taken as they were 
crossing rivers and laping banks* 
ona part of their annual trek.

Another member of this safari 
saw more than 80 different bird 
species, which is some sort of 
record, for these trips, at least. It 
seemed that no matter where 
you turned, there was another 
kind of bird 

Everyone seems to like zebras, 
those odd striped horses we've 
all enjoyed since we were kids. 
‘This year’s group saw thousands 
of them in the flesh, including a 
herd of over 106 rare Grevy's 
zebras, which have stripes that 
are closer together than the 
comon zebras. Their beauty 
impressed all and recaptured 
everyone's childhood fascination 
for them. 


WATCHING A CHEETAH KILL 

The excitement of Africa in. 
cluded seeing 24 cheetahs. For 
half of the group, that also in 
cluded watching 2 cheetahs 
make a kill. What they did was 
wait quietly in the Land Rover 
while the cheetahs stalked their 
game — a group of Thompson 
gazelles. That patience was 
rewarded by watching the 
predators quietly and stealthily 
stalk the prey. Hiding in the tall 
grass and with the wind in their 
favor, the crouching animals 
crept forward ever so carefully, 
only moving when they saw the 
right moment. 

And finally the right moment 


cheetahs overtook and grabbed 
the Thompson gazelle by the 
throat. It then carried the still 
kicking victim right in front of 
the vehicle, passing within 10 
feet before lying down and 
suffocating the gazelle. The two 
cats then consumed the whole 
‘Thompson in about 20 minutes. 
Earlier that | morning, the 
group also found a pride of lions 
that had killed and were feeding 
on a large buffalo. The photo 
opportunities in both findings 
were optimum, and safari 


participants saw in one morning 
what some photographers wait 
months to see while hidden in a 
blind 


and often don't see 


On the lighter side, the same 
morning, half the group saw a 
new-born giraffe less than an 
hour old; the umbilical cord was 
still attached to the mother. An 
hour-long photography session 
captured that special sight and 
event 
The entire group had many 
sightings of elephants, hippos, 
oryx, crocodiles, topi, ostrich, 
giraffes (reticulated and Masai), 
Cape buffalo, gerenuk, dik dik, 
jackels, and water- 
to give only a partial 
listing 
BALLOONS, LIONS, AND 
ANTHILLS 
For those who took the balloon 
trip, there were a few minutes of 
extra excitement at no extra 
cost. As the balloon was getting 
ready to land, the balloon pilot 
noticed several Ijons resting in

the tall grass. Not wanting to 
disturb them, he started a fast 
ascent but bumped into an an. 
thill. African anthills are very 
tall and very hard — like running 
into a fence post. Everything 
was OK until another anthill 
loomed ahead. When we hit that 
one, the balloon basket snapped 
and broke, resulting in a mini 
crash. No one was hurt, but the 
event provided more con 
versation around the campfire 
than any other single event. It 
has probably stimulated many 
other conversations with family 
and friends at home, too
